I'his 
is  the  (S5th  report  of  its  kind. 

The  year  saw  no  important  change  in  the  structure  or  organisa- 
tion of  the  ser\  ices  ])ro\  ided  by  the  Couiicil.  (If  the  twelve  areas  into 
whicli  tlie  county  is  di\ided  for  the  administration  of  the  local  health 
aullu)rity  serx  ices,  eight  had  assistant  medical  officers  by  the  end  of 
the  year  and  arrangements  to  fill  the  x’acancies  in  the  remaining  four 
areas  were  in  })rosi)ect.  'I'he  difficulties  of  obtaining  sufficient  nursing 
staff  which  have  been  growing  in  recent  }’ears,  were  still  serious  and 
there  were  jnany  xaicancies  in  the  staffs  of  health  visitors  and  district 
midwives  and  nurses. 

In  general  terms,  it  may  be  said  that  the  health  of  the  county  has 
been  maintained.  The  infant  mortality  and  still  birth  rates  for  1953 
were  the  k)west  recorded  for  the  county.  Maternal  mortality  was  also 
at  a low  lexcl  and  for  the  first  time  no  death  was  recorded  from 
puer})eral  infection.  No  deaths  occurred  from  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria, 
typhoid  fex'er,  or  })aratyphoid  fever  : and  there  were  only  five  from 
whoo})ing  cough  and  eight  from  measles.  The  incidence  of  and 
mortality  fn)m  tuberculosis  continued  to  decline. 

h'or  the  third  successive  year  there  was  a substantial  fall  in  the 
jmoi'ortion  of  cx])ectant  mothers  attending  the  council’s  ante-natal 
clinics.  I'liis  reflected  the  continuing  expansion  of  the  ante-natal 
work  of  hos})ital  out-patient  departments  and  general  practitioners. 
-Mtcndances  of  children  at  the  child  welfare  centres  xvere,  on  the  other 
hand,  maintained. 

Accei)tance  of  diphtheria  immunisation  was  such  that  about 
40  jicr  cent,  of  children  under  5 years  and  70  per  cent,  of  school  children 
had  been  immunised.  (M  children  under  one  year,  howexer,  only 
3,321  xvere  xaiccinated  against  sniall})ox  or  little  more  than  20  for  ex'ery 
hundred  lix’e  births.  Although  the  acceptance  of  xxiccination  varies 
xx'idel}’  from  place  to  place,  this  figure  cannot  be  regarded  as  satisfactory. 

I again  take  the  op})ortunity  to  record  my  gratitude  to  the  staff 
of  the  liealth  l)c])artnient  for  their  xvilling  help  throughout  the  year 
and  my  appreciation  of  the  continuing  consideration  and  support 
of  the  Ifcaltli  Committee.

'I'hc  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  registered 
during  the  year  was  496  and  shows  a decrease  of  17  compared  with  the 
previous  year.  The  infant  mortality  rate  per  1,000  live  births  was 
equal  to  61  which  is  a reduction  of  2 per  1,000  compared  with  last 
year  and  is  eigain  the  lowest  on  record  for  this  county.  The  rate  for 
iuigland  and  \\’ales  was  26.8. 

The  death-rate  of  legitimate  infants  under  one  year  of  age  per 
1,000  legitimate  live  births  was  61  while  the  death-rate  of  illegitimate 
infants  per  1,000  illegitimate  live  births  was  41. 

Of  the  496  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  166  or  62.9% 
were  registered  as  being  due  to  prematurity  occurring  during  the 
first  four  weeks  of  life.

BACTERIOLOGICAL  LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

The  IMedical  Research  Council,  acting  on  behalf  of  the  IMinistry  of 
Health,  continue  to  be  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  public 
health  laboratory  service. 

The  laboratory  situated  at  the  Government  Buildings,  Ponteland 
Road,  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  undertakes  all  examinations  for  the  County 
of  Durham. 

Table  2 shows  the  number  of  specimens  submitted  for  examination. 
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TREATMENT  CENTRES  and  CLINICS. 


Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres. — The  number  of  welfare 
centres  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  92. 

Dental  Clinics. — -Five  clinics  were  in  operation  during  the  year, 
and  in  addition  the  school  dental  officers  in  Stockton-on-Tees,  treated 
some  children  under  5 years. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics. — Sessions  were  being  held  at  87  centres  at 
the  end  of  the  year. 

Post-Natal  Clinics. — At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  centres 
at  which  post-natal  sessions  were  held  was  25.  At  centres  where 
numbers  do  not  justify  special  sessions,  advice  is  given  at  ante-natal 
clinics. 

Birth  Control  Clinics. — Advice  was  given  at  22  centres. 

Nurseries. — Five  day  nurseries  are  in  use  but  due  to  increased 
charges  usage  decreased  to  a considerable  extent. 

Artificial  Sunlight  Clinics. — The  number  of  centres  using  ultra- 
violet ray  lamps  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  32. 


NURSING  HOMES. 


During  the  year  no  applications  were  made  to  the  County  Council 
under  section  194  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  for  the  delegation 
of  their  powers  to  district  councils.  The  maternity  and  nursing  homes 
were  periodically  inspected.

Post-Natal  Clinics. — Table  5 shows  the  numbers  on  the  books  and 
the  attendances  made.  In  addition  to  924  mothers  who  attended 
the  special  sessions,  176  were  examined  post-natally  at  ante-natal 
clinics,

Birth  Control  Clinics. — Advice  was  given  at  22  centres  and  Table  6 
shows  numbers  and  attendances  during  tlie  year.  The  numbers 
attending  decreased  bv  63  to  1,489  and  the  attendances  by  108  to 
2,670. 


Dental  Treatnient. — Dental  treatment  for  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers  and  young  children  was  available  at  the  following  centres.— 
Bishop  Auckland,  Durham,  Houghton-le-Spring  (one  session  every 
fortnight)  and  Horden  (one  session  every  month). 

As  in  previous  years  these  services  have  been  undertaken  by 
private  practitioners  on  a sessional  basis.  During  the  year  the  services 
were  augmented  by  the  appointment  of  a part-time  dental  officer, 
who  was  able  to  devote  one  session  per  week  at  Hebburn  Centre. 
This  service  became  available  at  the  beginning  of  March  and  was 
continued  until  the  end  of  June  when  the  officer  resigned  on  leaving 
the  district.  Another  officer  was  appointed  in  his  place  and  commenced 
duties  at  the  beginning  of  November.  In  addition  an  emergency 
service  for  young  children  has  been  provided  by  the  school  dental 
officer  in  the  excepted  area  of  Stockton-on-Tees.  Details  of  the  work 
done  are  given  in  Table  7. 

In  terms  of  a full-time  dental  officer  the  total  dental  services 
available  were  approximately  equivalent  to  one-fifth. 


Artificial  Sunlight  C/infcs.— Treatment  was  available  at  32  centres. 
Attendances  decreased  by  2,705  to  51,662  and  numbers  attending  by 
197  to  4,1 11.  Details  are  shown  in  Table  8. 
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7r.  /'.  Pcile  I Ionic,  Shotlcy  JJyii/yc. — This  cuii\alescent  borne  for 
niotlicrs  and  babies  is  administered  by  tlie  County  Council.  Curing' 
the  year  109  mothers,  119  babies  and  224  children  were  admitU'd.

The  total  number  of  midwives  who  gave  notice  of  intent  ion  to 
practise  in  the  administrative  county  during  the  year  was  325  which 
included  County  Council  wholetime  midwives  (136),  district  nurse- 
midwives  (73),  mid  wives  employed  in  hospitals  (108)  and  those  engaged 
in  private  practice  (8).  At  the  end  of  the  year  123  wholetime  domi- 
ciliary midwives  were  employed  by  the  County  Council  and  54  district 
nurse-midwives  by  the  County  Nursing  Association,  \hicancies  are 
being  filled  more  easily  but  it  is  not  necessary  to  make  new  appoint- 
ments to  reach  the  full  establishment  of  171  directly  emjiloyed  whole- 
time domiciliary  midwives. 

County  midwives  are  instructed  to  travel  in  the  ambidance  with 
any  patient  being  conve^^ed  to  hospital  when  in  labour.

With  regard  to  the  50  cases  in  which  medical  help  was  requisi- 
tioned on  account  of  rise  of  temperature,  1 8 were  subsequently  notified 
as  puerperal  pyrexia,  and  5 of  these  received  in-patient  hospital 
treatment. 

Of  the  30  cases  of  inflammation  of  the  eyes,  3 were  notified  as 
o])hlhalmia  neonatorum,  but  no  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital  for 
treatment. 

Itfaternity  outfits  are  available  free  of  charge  for  all  domiciliary 
confinements  and  the  number  issued  during  the  year  was  7,676. 

.•\t  the  end  of  the  year  122  wholetime  midwives  and  52  nurse- 
midwives  had  received  the  necessary  training  in  gas  and  air  analgesia 
and  172  had  been  supplied  with  the  necessary  apparatus.  The  number 
of  cases  in  which  gas  and  air  was  administered  was  3,384. 

Integration  of  services. — The  cooperation  between  the  general 
ju-actitioners  and  district  midwives  is  good  but  the  position,  so  far 
as  the  hospitals  arc  concerned,  has  shown  little  improvement.

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PREMATURITY. 

Care  of  Premature  /w/aw/s.— Equipment  for  the  liome  nursing  of 
premature  infants,  including  lined  “Sorrento”  cots,  with  mattress, 
blankets,  sheets,  hot  water  bottles,  etc.,  gamgee  outfits,  “Belcroy” 
feeders  is  kept  centrally  and  is  available  at  short  notice  to  any  midwife 
who  requires  it.  The  midwife  attends  the  premature  baby  very 
frequently  for  as  long  as  is  necessary. 

There  are  no  special  hospital  units  for  premature  infants  but  if 
institutional  treatment  is  considered  desirable  the  general  practitioner 
arranges  admission  to  a paediatric  unit.  A ”moses“  basket  is  provided 
for  transit.  Table  12  gives  details  of  premature  birtlis  during  19.o3.

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The  health  visitors  make  careful  enquiries  into  all  causes  of  inflam- 
mation of  the  eyes  of  newly-born  chiklren,  and  during  the  year,  in 
addition  to  the  12  cases  notified  as  ophthalmia  neonatorum,  they 
reported  374  such  cases  to  which  they  paid  009  home  visits.

HEALTH  VISITING. 


The  work  of  the  health  visitor  continues  to  increase.  While  her 
main  concern  is  still  the  care  of  mothers  and  young  children  she  is 
becoming  increasingly  involved  in  the  care  of  aged  people.  The 
shortage  of  trained  health  visitors  continues  to  cause  some  concern 
and  adds  to  the  difficulties  of  meeting  the  growing  demands. 

Notification  of  births. — During  the  year  16,572  live  births  and  338 
stillbirths  were  notified  the  number  registered  being  16,064  and  393 
respectively.  Of  the  notified  births,  8,499  were  reported  by  doctors 
and  midwives  and  8,411  by  maternit}^  homes  and  hospitals.  The 
health  visitors  paid  fir.st  visits  to  16,336  infants  at  home. 

Health  Visitors’  Training  School. — One  of  the  nine  students  in 
training  failed  at  the  first  examination  and  has  not  yet  been  successful. 

Cooperation  with  other  services. — Cooperation  is  mainly  on  the 
basis  of  an  exchange  of  information.  After  some  initial  difficulties 
the  majority  of  hospitals  serving  the  administrative  county  area  now 
notify  the  admission  and  discharge  of  children  of  school  age  and  under. 
In  some  cases  much  valuable  clinical  information  is  supplied  in  the 
form  of  a copy  of  the  letter  addressed  to  the  patient’s  medical  prac- 
titioner by  the  hospital  specialist  or  his  staff.  Some  health  visitors 
undertake  duty  at  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  chest  clinics  serving 
the  area  and  all  supply  environmental  and  routine  visit  reports  to  the 
chest  physicians.  The  health  visitors  too  are  often  required  to  make 
enquiries  regarding  problems  affecting  the  welfare  of  children,  families 
and  aged  persons  as  a result  of  information  from  hospitals,  general 
practitioners  and  others.

VACCINATION  AND  DMAfUNlSATlON. 

The  general  arrangements  to  secure  that  as  many  children  as 
possible  are  immunised  and  vaccinated  were  continued  during  the 
year. 

A pamphlet  regarding  vaccinatitm  is  sent  to  parents  when  their 
children  attain  the  age  of  3 months.  To  draw  attention  to  the  need 
for  immunisation,  leaflets  are  distributed  by  post  at  8 months  and 
12  months,  and  to  encourage  re-inforcing  doses  at  the  age  of  4 years 
9 months.  The  health  visitors  are  provided  with  details  of  children 
immunised  and  vaccinated  in  order  that  they  can  visit  children  who 
have  not  been  so  protected. 

During  the  year  special  immunisation  campaigns  were  (Uganiscd 
in  Bishop  Auckland  and  Consett  urban  districts  as  a result  of  which 
large  numbers  of  school  children  received  protection. 

The  total  number  of  cases  vaccinated  and  re-vaccinated  Avas 
5,235  which  is  an  increase  of  726  compared  with  1952.  The  number 
of  cases  who  received  primary  immunisation  Avas  11,283  Avhich  is  a 
decrease  of  264  compared  with  the  previous  year,  while  the  number  of 
cases  who  received  re-inforcing  injections  increased  slightly  from 
9,781  in  1952  to  9,785  in  1953.

I^ecaiise  of  the  continued  pressure  on  t]ie  ser\ice  and  the  con-  i 
sequent  heav}^  expenditure,  consideration  was  gi\-en  early  in  the  year  { 
to  a re\’iew.  of  tlie  existing  scheme  and  the  possible  need  for  some  » 
reorganisation.  A sj^ecial  committee  was  appointed  which  expressed  ; 
the  \'iew  that  the  general  position  might  be  imjmoved.  At  the  end  of  i 
the  year  detailed  ])ro]')Osals  to  this  end  were  being  examined. 


Stimulus  was  given  tf)  the  committee's  recommendations  by  the  t 
visit  in  Afarch  of  a fact-finding  team  frenn  the  INfinistry  of  Health. 

The  serx’ii'e  has  carried  294,790  cases  and  covered  2,286,856  miles  ; 
during  the  year,  an  increase  of  1,842  cases  and  18,690  miles  comjiared  :■ 
with  1952.

During  the  year  new  de}’»ots  at  Chester-le-Street  and  New  Herring-  { 
ton  came  into  operation  on  14th  l\ray  and  27th  June  respectively, 
while  new  building  w'ork  was  begun  at  Crook,  Fishburn,  Stockton  and  1 
Washington,  on  the  combined  new  depot  and  headquarters  at  Durham,  ( 
and  on  garage  extensions  at  Stanley. 

On  19th  February  the  North  Riding  County  Council  opened  a small  i 
depot  at  Thornaby-on-Tees  to  relieve  the  county  service  of  some  of  the  ( 
work  in  that  area  which  since  the  appointed  day  had  been  undertaken  I 
by  the  Stockton  Depot. 


The  Minister  of  Health  approved  an  increase  in  the  vehicle  estab- 
lishment from  95  to  100  ambulances,  and  provdsion  was  made  in  the  i 
annual  estimates  for  the  purchase  of  eight  light  sitting-case  ambulances. 


Long  distance  journeys  still  continue  to  be  made  by  the  personnel 
and  vehicles  at  the  Lanchester  Depot  but  arrangements  are  made 
for  patients  to  travel  by  rail  whenever  practicable.  The  following

(a)  Controls. — For  operational  purposes  the  drivers  and  vehicles 
are  grouped  in  17  unit  areas,  and  these  areas  are  in  turn  further  grouped 
into  9 control  areas  (for  details  of  groupings  see  Table  20).  Seven  of 
the  controls  are  under  the  direct  jurisdiction  of  the  County  Council, 
while  two — Darlington  and  West  Hartlepool — act  as  agent-controls 
in  the  scheme.  Each  control  is  manned  continuousl3C  Each  unit 
area  has  an  emergency-duty  ambulance  available  day  and  night 
while  the  remainder  of  the  vehicles  provide  a general  service. 

{b)  Depots. — The  number  of  depots  in  the  scheme  is  19,  compris- 
ing 15  main  depots,  one  small  coastal  depot,  and  three  rural  out- 
stations  covering  Weardale  and  Teesdale.

PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE. 

TUHERCI’LOSIS 

{a)  Administrative  A rranoe)nents.—C\o9,e  liaison  exists  between 
the  health  de]Xirtmcnt  and  the  tweh-e  chest  clinics  serving  the  county 
area.  'I'he  county  health  visitors  do  duty  at  the  clinics  and  there  is 
a free  and  regular  interchange  of  information  and  reports  between  the 
clinics  and  the  health  de]:»artment.  A notification  register  is  main- 
tained in  the  county  health  department  and  for  each  case  there  is  a 
health  visiting  record  card.  ('oo]ieration  is  good  and  district  medical 
officers  are  also  supj^lied  with  any  information  likely  to  be  of  assistance 
to  them. 

[}))  Contacts. — Comjdete  figures  are  not  available  from  the  chest 
clinics  owing  to  the  re-arrangement  of  clinic  areas  in  recent  years  and 
the  fact  that  attendances  are  not  recorded  at  the  clinics  according  to 
district  of  residence  where  a clinic  ser\'es  more  than  one  local  health 
authority  area.  Contact  work,  however,  appears  to  be  carried  out 
thoroughl}^  the  health  visiting  staff  cooperating  in  every  possible 
way  with  the  chest  physicians  to  achieve  this. 

Dr.  Robinson,  Chest  Physician  at  I^rierton  Hospital  Chest  Clinic, 
W'est  Hartlepool, . reports.- — -“All  young  contacts  are  tuberculin  tested 
unless  there  is  an  obvious  healed  primary  in  their  x-ray.  All  tuberculin 
negative  contacts  are  offered  B.C.G.  vaccination  unless  there  is  an 
open  case  in  the  house  who  is  unwilling  to  be  isolated  for  the  necessary 
period”. 

(c)  Employment. — In  some  clinic  areas  resettlement  panels  are 
held  periodically  at  the  clinics  in  conjunction  with  the  'Ministry  of 
Labour.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  some  cases  to  receive 
special  training  at  Finchale  Abbey  Training  Centre  for  the  Disabled, 
ne.ir  Durham.  Generally,  patients  are  advised  by  the  chest  physicians 
if  certain  types  of  employment  are  considered  unsuitable  and  they  are

"C”  Sitting  cases  conveyed  by  ambulances  and  cars. 
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referred  to  the  Rehabilitation  Officer  for  choice  of  a more  suitable  type 
of  employment.  In  any  known  positive  case  every  precaution  is  taken 
to  ensure  that  the  patient  is  working  alone  or  is  not  a potential  source 
i of  danger  to  fellow  employees.  Chronic  open  cases  are  ad\'ised  to 
seek  employment  in  the  open  air,  where  the  danger  of  infectivity  is 
I ])resumably  less,  and  are  advised  as  to  precautions  regarding  sputum 
i disposal,  etc. 

Arrangements  are  made  by  the  County  Council  for  the  admission 
- of  patients  to  Preston  Hall  Colony,  Maidstone,  Kent,  and  Pa])worth 
Village  Settlement,  Cambridge.  These  cases  are  admitted  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  chest  physicians  and  with  the  approval  of 
: the  medical  superintendents  of  the  settlements  as  to  their  suitability. 
/ At  the  end  of  the  year  three  patients  were  in  residence  while  two  others 
.1  had  been  discharged  during  the  year. 

(d)  Notification. — Some  cases  still  escape  the  net  of  notification. 
During  1953,  6 posthumous  notifications  were  received  and  52  cases 
! died  without  having  been  notified.  Where  general  practitioners  were 
concerned  the  reason  for  non-notification  given  on  enquiry,  was  usually 
' that  there  was  good  reason  to  believe  that  the  patient  had  been  notified 
previously  judging  by  the  extent  of  the  disease.  The  majority  of 
[.  unnotified  cases  occurred  in  hospitals  where  the  interval  between 
admission  and  death  was  short.  There  is  some  room  for  improvement 
( here. 


Immediate  individual  returns  of  deaths  from  tuberculosis  are 
'!  received  in  the  county  health  department  from  local  registrars  and  one 
copy  is  sent  to  the  health  visitor  of  the  area  in  which  the  patient  resides 
« and  the  second  to  the  chest  physician  responsible. 

The  health  visitor  calls  at  the  house  concerned,  and  arranges  for 
j contacts  to  be  examined  at  the  clinics.  In  practice  many  contacts  are 
r referred  to  the  clinics  by  the  private  practitioner  following  the  death 
j of  a patient. 

{e)  Ascertainment  Schemes  for  Early  Cases  among  Children  and 
) Others. — There  is  collaboration  between  chest  ])hysicians  and  the 
j child  welfare  centres,  school  medical  service,  health  visitors  and  mass 
J miniature  radiography  service  covering  the  county  area. 

Dr.  Rozner,  Chest  Physician  at  Jarrow  reports. — “A  scheme  has 
i been  started  in  Hebburn  with  the  co-operation  of  Dr.  Ross  (assistant 
' welfare  medical  officer)  whereby  children  under  five  years  attending 
t the  child  w'elfare  clinic  are  tuberculin  tested.  It  is  being  arranged  for 
j contacts  of  tuberculin  positive  cases  to  attend  the  mass  miniature  x-ray 
/ unit”  and  in  another  area  (S.E.),  ‘‘it  is  usual  to  x-ray  families  of  any 
> cases  of  healed  pulmonary  tuberculosis  discovered  in  cliildren  attending 
I the  clinic”.  Dr.  Potter,  Chest  Physician,  reports  that  in  his  area 
(N.W.  Durham),  ‘‘all  pregnant  women  are  x-rayed  as  a matter  of 
f routine”. 


(/)  Special  Case  Finding  Surveys. — ihttle  bejmnd  routine  work 
has  been  carried  out  except  for  regular  visits  to  all  areas  of  the  mass 
miniature  radiography  unit.  One  Chest  Physician  (Dr.  Robinson) 
reports  that  where  a case  of  tuberculosis  has  been  found  among  the 
pupils  of  a scliool  he  lias  in  some  cases  managed  to  have  the  whole 
school  x-rayed  by  the  mass  miniature  radiography  unit. 
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(g)  B.C.G.  ]'accination  against  Tuberculosis. — This  work  is  under- 
taken by  the  cliest  physicians  at  tlie  chest  clinics  and  during  tlie  year 
589  cases  received  protection. 

{h)  Extra.  Nourishment . — Liquid  milk  is  supplied  to  tuberculous 
l')atients  on  the  recommendation  of  the  chest  physician.  Lach  case 
is  subject  to  the  County  Council  scale  of  charges  based  on  the  income 
of  the  household.  At  the  end  of  1953  there  were  83  ]x\tients  receiving 
free  milk,  while  one  was  recei\’ing  it  at  a reduced  cost. 

(f)  Beds  and  Bedding. — These  articles  are  loaned  free  of  charge 
to  tuberculous  ])atients  if  the  household  circumstances  justify  assist- 
ance. l^ecommendations  are  received  usually  from  chest  physici.'ins, 
health  visitors  and  district  nurses. 


Gener.vl  Illness 


[a)  Nursing  Equipjnent. — A central  stock  of  appliances  is  main- 
tained in  the  health  de}')artment  and  issues  are  made  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  a doctor,  health  \-isitor,  district  nurse  or  almoner.  The 
district  nurses  are  notifed  of  all  patients  in  their  districts  who  have 
equijmient  on  loan  and  they  maintain  a general  superx’ision,  notifying 
the  health  department  when  the  equipment  is  no  longer  required. 

Cooperation  exists  with  the  almoners  of  various  hospitals  receiving 
administrative  county  patients  and  advance  notice  is  given  of  discharge 
of  patients  in  order  that  nursing  ap}:)liances  may  be  at  their  disposal 
on  arrival  home.  Special  attention  is  given  to  para]')iegic  cases  whose 
needs  are  notified  in  detail  by  hosj^itals  well  in  advance  of  discharge. 

Table  23  gives  a summary  of  provision  made  during  1953. 

(h)  Occupational  Therapy. — No  occupational  therapists  are  direct- 
ly employed.  With  the  cooperation  of  the  county  education  depart- 
ment tuition  in  certain  subjects  has  been  provided  for  patients.  Liaison 
has  also  been  maintained  with  officers  of  the  National  Assistance 
Hoard,  Ministry  of  Pensions  and  voluntary  bodies,  e.g.  \Mluntary 
Care  Committees,  British  Red  Cross. 

Venereal  Diseases. — The  social  worker  who  works  in  close  co 
operation  with  the  \’enereal  diseases  treatment  centres  serving  the 
administrative  county  is  employed  in  following  up  contacts  and 
}:)atients  under  treatment. 

Health  Education. — Exhibition  stands  on  loan  from  the  Central  i 
C'ouncil  for  Health  Education  showing  the  following  topics  were  ;

Ibstrict  annual  shows  ])resenting  a selection  of  films  to  successive 
audiences  from  the  general  public. 

A film  strip  projector  was  also  purchased  in  June  and  this  has  been 
used  to  displa}'-  suitable  propaganda  to  smaller  numbers  at  welfare 
centres. 


Convalescent  Homes. — The  acute  shortage  of  convalescent  home 
accommodation  in  this  area  continues  and  none  is  available  to  the 
County  Council. 


DU.MESTIC  HELP  SERVICE 

The  object  of  the  service  is  to  provide  domestic  help  for  households 
“where  such  help  is  required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any  person  who 
is  ill,  an  expectant  mother,  lying-in,  mentally  defective,  aged,  or  a 
child  not  over  school  age”.  The  great  majority  of  the  cases  are,  in 
fact,  old  people  who  are  also  sick  or  infirm,  though  the  service  has 
given  assistance  to  many  younger  households  and  homes  where  children 
require  care  because  of  the  mother’s  illness. 

The  demand  for  the  service  continues.  Each  year  the  number  of 
households  benefiting  from  the  assistance  of  a home  help  increases, 
a total  of  3,791  cases  being  served  in  1953,  compared  with  3,591  in 
1952.  Many  people  who  would  otherwise  be  in  hospital  remain  at 
home  if  a home  help  is  provided  and  because  of  the  availability  of 
a home  help  others  are  discharged  at  a much  earlier  date  than  would 
otherwise  be  possible. 

The  fee  for  the  service  was  2/9d.  per  hour  rising  to  2/lOd.  per  hour 
on  the  1st  March  and  to  2/1  Id.  per  hour  on  the  1st  December,  but  a 
scale  of  charges  is  in  operation  and  the  amount  payable  is  assessed 
according  to  the  income  of  the  family  concerned,  due  allowance  being 
made  for  the  number  in  the  family,  rent,  and  other  such  circumstances. 

Home  helps  were  paid  at  the  rate  of  2/3|d.  per  hour  uj:)  to  the  24th 
October  and  2/4fd.  per  hour  from  the  26th  October.  Their  duties 
may  include  the  care  of  young  children,  the  care  of  the  sick  and  aged, 
and  the  domestic  work  of  the  house,  but  owing  to  the  demands  on 
the  service,  the  work  has  had  to  be  restricted  to  essentials.  Having 
regard  to  the  distribution  of  population  almost  all  home  helps  arc 
part-time  and  they  are  expected  to  be  experienced  in  running  a home, 
informed  about  catering  and  sensible  in  the  management  of  children. 
IMany  of  our  home  helps  have  a strong  sense  of  community  service 
and  this  is  shown  by  the  hours  of  voluntary  work  they  give  to  their 
cases.  No  sitters-in  are  employed. 

Eor  the  purpose  of  organisation  the  County  is  divided  into  twelve 
areas,  each  one  sapervised  by  an  assistant  organiser.  The  assistant 
organiser  investigates  every  application  in  her  area,  such  applications 
besides  coming  from  the  general  public,  being  received  from  general 
practitioners,  hospital  almoners,  chest  clinics.  National  Assistance 
Boards,  welfare  officers.  Children’s  Officer,  health  visitors,  district 
nurses  and  midwives.  Cooperation  is  close  and  cordial.  Every  case 
is  visited  fortnightly  to  ensure  satisfactory  working  and  this  super- 
vision is  continued  to  the  end  of  the  case  so  that  if  conditions  change 
the  services  of  the  home  help  may  be  altered  to  suit.

7,016  visits  to  1,921  defectives  during  the  year.  Of  the  defectives

31  period,  7 while  unmarried.  Five  defectives  v/ere  married.  Difficulty 
3 continues  to  be  experienced  in  the  appointment  of  staff  to  deal  with 
rl  the  prevention  of  illness,  care  and  after-care.

On  the  17th  August,  the  Minister  of  Health  approx  ed  the  erection 
of  a nexv  hostel  at  Learn  Lane,  Jarroxv.

Pei'so)is. — The  number  of  blind  ])ersons  on  tlie  County 
Council’s  register  on  the  3 1st  December  was  2,009,  or  3(S  more  than  at 
the  end  of  1952.  During  the  year  the  names  of  308  blind  ])ersons  were 
added  to  the  register,  7 })ersons  who  had  been  registered  as  blind  were 
certified  partially-sighted  and  their  names  transferred  to  the  register 
of  partially-sighted  ])ersons.  7 })ersons  who  had  been  registered 
as  blind  were  certified  not  blind  and  the  names  removed  from  the 
register  and  258  died  or  left  the  county  area.  Of  the  14  patients 
certified  not  blind  or  i)artially-sighted,  sight  has  been  restored  in  all 
cases  after  surgical  treatment.  'I'he  five  part-time  ophthalmologists 
a})pointed  by  the  County  Council  submitted  447  forms  B.D.8  (Certificate 
of  lilindness)  as  a result  of  their  examinations.  In  addition,  8 forms 
H.D.8  were  submitted  by  other  ophthalmologists.  These  453  cases

Of  the  41  cases  of  glaucoma  included  in  the  table  above  and 
certified  blind,  8 did  not  receive  treatment  for  this  condition  prior  to 
the  completion  of  Form  B.D.  8. 

In  all  cases  of  cataract  and  glaucoma  where  the  examining  oph- 
thalmologist makes  a recommendation  for  treatment,  a letter  is 
addressed  to  the  patient’s  private  doctor  informing  him  of  the  findings 
and  the  recommendations  of  the  ophthalmologist.  At  the  same  time 
an  offer  is  made  for  the  case  to  be  referred  to  the  ophthalmologv 
department  of  the  nearest  hospital  and  the  subsequent  progress  is 
notified  to  the  medical  practitioner  as  and  when  it  becomes  known 
to  this  Department.  In  the  majority  of  cases  the  medical  practitioners 
avail  themselves  of  this  offer  and  the  arrangements  have  been  found 
to  work  satisfactorily.

On  the  31st  December  the  number  of  trained  but  unemplo^^ed 
blind  persons  was  6 and  the  number  of  blind  persons  in  Homes  for  the 
Blind  was  9. 


Deaf  and  Dumb. — At  the  end  of  the  year  the  numbeV  of  deaf  and 
dumb  persons  on  the  register  was  310. 

Epilepsy. — Children  of  school  age  suffering  from  epilejisy  are 
ascertained  by  school  medical  officers.  Where  necessary  admission 
to  a special  school  for  epileptics  is  arranged.  Many  of  the  children 
are  able  to  attend  the  ordinary  school  without  difficulty. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  there  were  11  males  and  14  females  in 
colonies  for  epileptics  in  different  parts  of  the  country.^  There  were, 
in  addition,  7 males  and  7 females  in  part  III  accommodation  in  the 
county.  None  of  the  latter  cases  was  considered  of  sufficient  severity 
to  require  transfer  to  a colony  for  epileptics. 

When  new  cases  of  epilepsy  are  notified  it  is  rarely  possible  to 
secure  their  immediate  admission  to  a colony.  The  names,  however, 
are  placed  on  a waiting  list  and  there  is  no  undue  delay  in  admission. 

Cerebral  Palsy. — -There  is  at  present  a lack  of  reliable  information 
regarding  the  incidence  of  cerebral  palsy.  Whereas  the  major  defects 
are  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  authority,  many  of  the  milder  cases 
of  disability  never  come  under  review  after  the  complelion  r)f  treatment 
under  the  hospital  medical  service.

fNClDKNCK  AND  IMoKTALlTV. 

The  number  of  primary  notifications  of  respiratory  tuberculosis 
received  during  the  year  was  875  and  of  non-respiratory  tuberculosis 
128  com})ared  with  917  and  158  respectively  in  1952.  (See  Tables 
28  to  92).  The  figures  for  non-respiratory  tuberculosis  (59  males  and 
72  females)  are  the  lowest  on  record.  The  total  notifications  for  the 
year  (1,(HI3)  show  a reduction  of  72  com})ared  with  1952  and  give  an 
incidence  rate  for  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  of  1.11  per  1,000  population, 
the  rate  for  1952  being  1.19. 

Table  94  gives  the  number  of  deaths  from  respiratory  and  non- 
respiratory  tuberculosis  by  age  j^eriods  and  in  the  separate  county 
districts  and  areas. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  respiratory  tuberculosis  has  decreased 
by  1 compared  with  last  year.  The  deaths  from  non-respiratory 
tuberculosis  (24)  show  a decrease  of  2 and  were  fewer  than  in  any 
previous  year  for  which  records  are  available.

Tables  37  to  41  give  particulars  of  cases  of  infectious  disease 
occurring  during  the  year,  the  mortality  from  the  principal  infective 
diseases,  and  the  numbers  admitted  to  isolation  hospitals. 

Scarlet  Fever. — There  were  1,426  cases  and  838  were  admitted  to 
hospital.  No  deaths  were  registered.  The  corresponding  figures  for 
1952  were  1,739,  995  and  2 deaths. 

Whooping  Cough.- — -The  number  of  cases  (3,844)  increased  by  750 
but  the  deaths  decreased  by  3 to  5 when  compared  with  the  previous 
year.  All  the  deaths  were  of  children  under  school  age,  3 being  under 
1 year.  The  death-rate  was  0.01  and  the  case  mortality  0.13%. 
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Diphtheria. — Only  15  cases  were  confirmed  compared  with  21  in 
1 932.  No  deaths  were  registered. 

Measles. — The  number  of  cases,  8,462,  showed  a decrease  of  3,515. 
Admissions  to  hospital  numbered  42  and  8 deaths  were  recorded,  a 
decrease  of  3.  The  peak  notification  period  was  in  the  first  quarter 
when  there  were  5,245  cases.  In  the  fourth  quarter  only  151  cases 
were  notified.  The  case  rate  was  9.3  per  1, ()()()  population  and  the 
case  mortalit}^  rate  0.09. 

Pneumonia. — Deaths  decreased  from  267  in  1952  to  240  in  1953 
but  cases  increased  from  928  to  961.  Notifications  were  heaviest 
in  the  first  and  last  quarters. 

Meningococcal  Infections. — During  the  year  tliere  were  43  cases 
and  7 deaths.  In  1952  the  figures  were  42  cases  and  10  deaths. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis.- — .\  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  from  140 
to  43  was  accom])anied  by  a fall  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  9 to  3. 
('ases  were  fairly  evenly  distributed  throughout  the  county. 

Acute  Encephalitis. — Three  cases  were  confirmed  and  three  deaths 
recorded. 

Dysentery. — Afore  cases  (555)  occurred  and  316  of  these  were  from 
Stanley  Urban  District  wliere  231  cases  were  recorded  in  the  second 
cjuarter. 

Enteric  or  Typhoid  Pcver. — There  were  3 cases  and  no  deaths 
compared  with  2 cases  and  one  death  in  the  previous  year. 

Para-typhoid  Fever. — There  were  9 cases  without  any  deaths  com- 
l^ared  with  18  cases  (no  deaths)  last  year. 

Food  Poisoning. — In  two  areas  there  were  major  outbreaks  of 
food  poisoning.  From  Consett  Urban  District  246  notifications  were 
received  in  July,  the  cause  of  the  outbreak  being  infected  pork  in 
sandwiches.  No  deaths  occurred.  The  second  major  outbreak  (211 
confirmed  cases)  was  in  Easington  Rural  District  in  June  and  July 
the  source  of  the  trouble  being  an  infected  milk  supply.  In  all,  during 
the  3mar  there  were  603  confirmed  cases  throughout  the  county. 

Influenza.— The  number  of  deaths  registered  was  53  equal  to  a 
death-rate  of  0.06  per  1,000  popultaion  compared  with  24  deaths  and 
a death-rate  of  0.03  in  1952. 

Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  [under  2 years  of  age). — The  number  of 
deaths  registered  was  27  compared  with  24  in  1952  equal  to  a death- 
rate  for  each  of  these  years  of  0.03  per  1,000  population,  while  the  rate 
per  1,000  live  births  registered  was  1.68  and  1.54  respectively. 

Reimbursement  of  Notification  Fees. — In  accordance  with  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  the  County  Council  reimbursed 
J)2,049.  13s.  Od.  to  district  councils  for  notifications  of  infectious 
diseases  fees  paid  to  medical  practitioners.

MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS) 

(PASTEURISED  and  STERILISED  MILK)  REGULATIONS, 

1949. 

At  the  end  of  the  3"ear  there  were  S plants  ]n'ocessing  milk  in  the 
county".  All  were  licensed  to  ])asteurise  undesignated  milk  and  7 
were  permitted  to  use  the  s}:)ecial  designation  Tuberculin  Tested 
(Pasteurised).  Although  these  plants  recei\’ed  frequent  inspection, 
difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  maintaining  a reasonable  standard 
in  some  due  to  congestion. 

Alterations  to  the  dairy  of  the  Sunderland  and  District  Creamer}^ 
Ltd.  having  been  completed,  a licence  was  issued  for  the  sterilising 
of  milk.  Rebuilding  and  alterations  at  the  North  West  Durham 
Cooperative  Dairy,  which  it  was  anticipated  would  be  completed 
during  the  3^ear,  were  still  unfinished  in  December,  due  to  difficulty 
in  obtaining  materials  and  equipment. 


Applications  from  dairy  managers  for  permission  to  bottle  orange 
juice  in  the  dairies  have  been  refused.

Middleshvough  District. — Consisting  of  the  County  Borough  of 

iNfiddlesbrough,  the  iMunicipal  Boroughs  of  Redcar,  Stockton 
and  Thornaby-on-Tees,  and  the  Urban  Districts  of  Billingham, 
Kston,  Guisborough,  Loftus,  Saltburn  & Marske-by-Sea, 
Skelton  and  Brotton. 


No  objections  were  offered  to  these  pro}K)sals  as  they  affected  the 
administrative  county  and  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Specified 
Areas)  (No.  2)  Order,  1953,  which  included  Newcastle-on-Tyne  tk 
District  came  into  force  on  2nd  December. 


All  proposed  sources  of  new  supplies  to  schools  have  been  in- 
\ estigated,  and  where  satisfactory,  added  to  the  a})[)roved  list.  Routine 
samples  continue  to  be  taken  of  milk  delivered  to  schools  and  milk 
produced  at  hospital  farms.  One  sample  taken  from  a hospital  dairy 
farm  showed  brucella  abortus  to  be  present  and  the  pasteurising  of 
their  milk  before  use  was  advised  and  the  Afinister  of  Health  notified. 
Details  of  the  results  of  the  examination  of  samples  of  milk  are  given 
in  Table  45. 


With  a A'iew  to  implementing  the  })ro\'isions  of  Section  S of  the 
Rood  and  Drugs  (Milk,  Dairies  and  Artificial  Cream)  Act,  I95d,  sanpiles 
of  milk  are  being  obtained  and  sulimitted  for  biological  analysis.  'Phc 
results  of  25(S  samples  have  been  received,  7 of  wliich  showed  tubercle 
bacilli  to  be  ])resent.  These  7 samples  were  obtained  from  5 different 
producers.  In  4 instances  all  milk  was  being  delivered  direct  to  a 
dairy  for  pasteurising.  (3ne  producer  was  retailing  raw  milk  and 
the  district  council  concerned  was  notified  so  that  the  necessary 
arrangements  could  be  made  to  })revent  any  infection.  Details  of  ail 
failures  were  notified  to  the  Animal  Health  Di\  ision,  when  insjjections 
of  the  herds  concerned  were  carried  out,  and  in  each  caes  the  infected 
cow  was  slaughtered. 


The  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and  iMeasures  re})orted  that  3 
samples  of  milk  were  found  to  l)e  either  deficient  in  milk  fat  or  showed 
evidence  of  added  water.  It  was  decided  that  2 cases  were  suitable  to 
be  taken  before  the  Justices,  and  the  other  was  referred  U)  the  Agricul- 
tural Advisory  Service.

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

During  the  year  water  supplies  throughout  the  county  have  been 
^ generally  satisfactory.  Copies  of  results  of  analyses  of  samples  taken 
1 by  local  authorities  are  received  in  the  Health  Department  and  where 
f nece.jsary  further  investigations  are  carried  out.  Of  1,011  samples 
f taken  185  were  classified  as  unsatisfactory  and  these  were  generally 

t from  individual  supplies  to  isolated  farms  or  dwellings.  Routine 

samples  of  supplies  to  schools,  kitchens,  dairies,  and  similar  establish- 
ments continue  to  be  taken. 

The  unsatisfactory  quality  of  the  supply  in  the  Sedgefield  and 
Aycliffe  areas  mentioned  in  last  year’s  report  continued,  necessitating 
the  boiling  of  water  before  consumption.  Further  investigations 
were  carried  out  and  the  provision  of  suitable  pumping  and  treatment 
equipment  was  considered  by  the  Durham  County  Water  Board  and 
the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.  As  an  immediate 
remedial  measure  it  was  suggested  that  all  water  be  chlorinated  at  the 
F'erryhill  reservoir  prior  to  distribution  and  after  the  installation  of 
chlorinators  in  September  the  bacteriological  standard  having  greatly 
improved,  notices  regarding  the  necessity  of  boiling  the  water  were 
withdrawn. 

During  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  results  of  bacteriological 
examinations  of  samples  supplied  by  the  Durham  County  W’ater 
Board  in  the  Butterknowle,  Evenwood,  Toft  Hill  areas,  and  Walworth 
Gate,  Heighington  and  Aycliffe  areas,  have  proved  unsatisfactory. 
Investigations  into  the  cause  were  carried  out  and  it  was  considered 
necessary  by  the  district  councils  concerned  to  issue  notices  to  boil 
water  before  use.  Investigations  are  continuing. 

Sunderland  and  South  Shields  Water  (Sludge  Disposal)  Order, 
, 1953. — Consideration  was  given  to  this  order  by  which  the  water 

company  sought  powers  to  acquire  land,  lay  pipes,  and  provide  sludge 
disposal  works  to  deal  with  the  sludge  from  pressure  filters  to  be 
installed  at  Burnhope  reservoir.  Objections  were  raised  by  a number 
of  farmers,  necessitating  the  holding  of  a public  enquiry. 

Area  of  the  Tees  Willey. — To  solve  the  ]:)roblenis  relating  to  water 
supplies  in  the  Tees  Valley,  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Govern- 
ment considered  the  formation  of  a joint  board  of  local  authorities 
for  the  whole  or  part  of  the  area  on  the  lines  suggested  in  the  Water 

I 

i 
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Su})i)ly  Sur\-e>'  cjf  the  Xorlli  liast  1 )evel(jpiiient  Area,  1948.  Meetiiififs 
were  arranged  by  the  .Minister  with  authorities  and  water  undertakers 
who  would  be  affected  by  this  proj^osal.  After  the  first  meeting  the 
general  opinion  was  in  favour  of  sucli  a joint  board,  but  at  a subseejuent 
meeting  when  objections  were  raised,  it  was  decided  for  the  ])resent 
to  consider  the  formation  of  a modified  board  cox'ering  certain  areas 
in  the  North  Riding  of  ^'orkshire. 

Cock  field,  Hilton  and  Wackerfield . — 'I'his  scheme  was  insjiected  in 
January,  when  works  completed  and  m ]irogress  were  considered 
satisfactory.  'I'hc  consulting  engineers  stated  that  due  to  unforeseen 
difficulties  an  additional  chlorinating  jilant  was  considered  necessary 
at  an  estimated  cost  of  'I'he  scheme  is  now  com])leted. 

klggleston . - \ scheme  to  jirox'ide  a tenpiorary  sujijily  of  water  t(j 
the  \ illagc  of  Icggleston  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £18,()(J(>,  was  submitted 
by  the  liistrict  Council.  Originally  the  village  was  included  in  the 
I'pper  Teesdale  Sip^iply  scheme,  ]ire\iously  approved  in  principle 
by  the  County  Council.  It  was  found  that  the  major  scheme  was 
unlikely  to  materialise  and  after  some  amendment  the  projiosed 
temporary  scheme  was  ap])roved  as  a permanent  one. 

Woodland  and  Copley  Water  Supply. — Hac’ing  received  further 
information  (jn  the  harmful  effect  of  subsidence,  the  District  Ccjuncil 
decided  to  abandon  the  projiosed  scheme  and  in\  estigations  are  being 
carried  out  to  obtain  an  alternatic’e  supply. 

[Property  at  A Hansford. — An  a])plication  wais  received  from  the 
District  Council  for  a grant  towards  the  cost  of  laying  a 3 in.  main  from 
Castleside  to  Allansford,  to  ser\-e  three  pro]^erties  at  present  hacing 
unsatisfactorc^  spring  supjdies.  'Fhe  cost  of  laying  the  main  was  ;^1,856, 
and  the  Durham  County  Water  Hoard  recpiired  a guarantee  of  £232  per 
annum  for  tweh’e  years.  A further  three  properties  within  the  Consett 
Urban  District  at  present  hac'ing  unsatisfactory  spring  supplies  would 
also  be  served.  The  scheme  was  considered  necessary. 

Parish  of  SlHlington. — Notice  was  received  that  the  Durham 
County  Water  Ifoard  proposed  to  enter  into  agreement  with  the  Tees 
\'alley  Water  Hoard,  pursuant  to  Section  12  of  the  Water  Act,  1945, 
for  a supply  of  water  in  bulk  for  domestic  and  non-domestic  ])ur})oses 
in  the  parish  of  Stillington.  This  proposal  provided  the  most  economic 
and  readily  a\'ailable  supply  to  this  area  and  was  approved. 


DRAINAGE,  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Routine  inspections  of  existing  disposal  works  and  those  under 
construction  continue  to  be  made. 

Tyneside  Main  Drainage. — At  a meeting  convened  b}^  the  kfinistry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  in  February,  in  New’castle,  the 
Principal  Regional  Officer  suggested  that  the  local  authorities  concerned 
should  consider  the  appointment  of  a consultant  to  prepare  a compre- 
hensive scheme  for  sewage  disposal.  Several  suggestions  were  con- 
sidered after  which  it  was  agreed  to  arrange  a meeting  of  local  authority 
engineers,  and  to  ask  interested  councils  for  a decision  on  the  proposed 
appointment  of  a consultant. 
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Shotley  Bridge  Gas  Works.- — -An  application  received  by  the  District 
Council  from  the  Northern  (las  Board  to  discharge  effluent  from  the 
Shotley  Bridge  Gas  Works  into  the  council’s  main  outfall  sewer  for 
treatment  at  Westwood  sewage  disposal  works  was  considered. 

Washington  Urban  District. — -Consideration  was  given  to  further 
alternative  sites  for  the  proposed  sewage  disposal  works  and  pumping 
station. 

Weardale  Rural  District. — .An  application  was  received  from  the 
District  Council  for  a grant  under  the  Rural  Water  Supplies  and 
Sewerage  Act,  1944,  or  Section  307  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
towards  the  cost  of  the  following  schemes,  the  estimated  total  being

These  schemes  were  considered  necessary. 

Blaydon  Urban  District. — Consideration  and  approval  was  given 
to  a general  scheme  covering  the  southern  part  of  this  district,  providing 
for  new  works,  extensions  where  necessary  and  the  abandonment  of 
obsolete  works. 

Brandon  and  Deerness  Main  Drainage. — -Consideration  was  given  to 
a report  submitted  by  the  District  Council  on  the  Brandon  and  Deerness 
j\Iain  Drainage,  in  which  two  alternative  schemes  of  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  were  proposed  and  at  a later  date  to  details  of  a third  alter- 
native scheme.  In  the  area  concerned  disposal  works  are  either  non- 
existent or  grossly  overloaded  and  the  three  schemes  submitted  out- 
lined different  methods  of  dealing  with  the  problem.  Consideration 
was  also  given  to  the  inclusion  in  the  schemes  of  adjacent  authorities’ 
areas.  The  estimated  costs  varied  from  ^162,400  to  ^407,740.  Im- 
proved means  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  are  urgently  required. 

Stainton  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme. — This  proposed 
scheme  provided  for  additional  6 in.  sewers  to  l)e  laid  to  properties 
in  the  village  not  on  main  drainage,  and  a trunk  sewer  connecting 
to  the  W.D.  Stainton  Camp  sewers,  to  allow  for  adequate  treatment  at 
the  comparatively  modern  W.D.  sewage  disposal  works.  The  scheme, 
estimated  to  cost  ^4,300,  was  considered  satisfactory  and  necessary. 

Whessoe  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme. — This  scheme 
provided  for  the  laying  of  6 in.  sewers  to  some  100  existing  houses 
(estimated  future  development- — -25  houses),  comprising  the  village  of 
Ffarrowgate  and  ribbon  development  at  Beaumont  Hill.  The  sewers 
will  discharge  into  a pumping  station  within  Darlington  County  Borough 
boundary  and  then  into  the  head  of  a gravity  sewer  for  treatment  at 
the  Borough  Council  disposal  works.  The  scheme  is  intended  to  obviate 
the  use  of  some  nine  existing  cesspools  which  are  in  an  unsatisfactory 
condition,  and  overflows  from  which  are  causing  pollution  of  surrounding 
ground  and  ditches,  while  an  existing  pumping  station,  the  working  of 
which  is  unsatisfactory,  serving  some  41  existing  pro]:)erties,  would 
cease  to  be  used.  The  estimated  cost  was  and  the  scheme  was 
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considered  necessary.  The  scheme  also  allowed  for  a j^ossible  future 
extension  to  some  Id  smallholdings  along  Burtree  I^ane,  owned  by  the 
County  Council,  but  the  Smallholdings  Ca)mmittee  decided  not  to 
proceed  with  the  matter.  No  objections  were  received  and  the  scheme  - 
was  considered  desirable  by  an  inspector  of  the  Afinistry  of  Housing 
and  Local  (rovernment  but  the  need  ff)r  it  was  not  so  urgent  that  it 
could  be  immediately  authorised. 

Sewage  Disposal  Works.  Chcsier-le-Streei  Urban  District. — An 
application  for  a contribution  under  Section  307  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  was  submitted  by  the  District  ('ouncil  in  respect  of  proposed 
extensions  to  their  sewage  dis})osal  works,  estimated  to  cost  ,:^95,000. 

'Fhe  existing  works  are  overloaded  and  jorovision  is  to  be  made  for 
drainage  from  future  development  within  the  urban  district  and  parts 
of  the  rural  district.  It  is  also  intended  to  receive  drainage  from 
existing  areas  of  the  rural  district,  to  obviate  the  continued  use  of 
obsolete  disposal  works.  Although  some  extension  to  the  works  is 
necessary,  further  information  was  required,  and  the  i)ro}K)sal  remained 
under  consideration  at  the  end  of  the  year.  ' 

Delves  Lane  and  Knitslev  Area. — The  District  Council,  having 
ap])lied  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  ('rOvernment  to  borrow 
£'26,971  for  sewerage  for  this  area,  an  in\'estigation  was  made  by  an 
inspector.  No  objections  to  the  scheme  itself  were  raised,  but  it  was 
pointed  out  that  the  proposed  sewers  would  drain  to  the  Knitsley 
disposal  works,  which  were  designed  for  a population  of  1,300,  the 
present  population  being  2,393  and  the  proposed  ]:)opulation  8,563. 

The  works  are  at  j^resent  overloaded,  the  effluent  })roduced  is  un- 
satisfactory, and  any  additional  flow  can  only  aggravate  this  condition. 

The  inspector  visited  the  site  but  his  findings  were  not  known  at 
the  end  of  the  year. 

Cockfield,  Esperley,  High  and  Low  Lands  Sewage  Disposal  Works. — 

'I'he  District  Council,  having  applied  to  the  Afinister  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  to  borrow  £45,()()0  for  these  works,  an  investigation  | 

was  made  by  an  inspector  of  the  ^Ministry  in  November.  The  scheme  j 

had  been  approved  in  principle  but  details  not  previously  available  j 

to  the  County  Council  were  submitted  by  the  consultant  and  the  I 

inspector’s  findings  had  not  been  promulgated  at  the  end  of  the  year.  j 

Trimdon  Village  Sewage  Disposal  fCor/v’S.— Consideration  was 
given  to  this  scheme,  estimated  to  cost  £11,223,  to  provide  new  works 
to  replace  existing  unsatisfactory  methods  of  disposal  and  additional 
trunk  sewers  to  enable  new  housing  development  to  continue.  The 
scheme  was  investigated  by  an  engineering  inspector  of  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  in  July,  and  his  findings  are  awaited.
